$125,000,000 Government property 
from exploitation by private power 
and chemicai interests. Recent dis- 
closures before the Lobby Investi- 
gating Committee of the methods 
employed by private interests seek- 
ing to obtain the property, had' 
thoroughly demoralized the oppo- 
sition to the Norris plan. 

However, conspicuous among 
those voting against it was Sena- 
tor Frederick C. Walcott (Rep.), 
Connecticut, who has been iden-- 
tified as a stockholder and di- 
rector of the Union Carbide Co., 
one of the companies which has 
been engaged in lobbying for con- 
trol of the plant. Both of Mis- 
souri’s Senators were absent on the 
roll call, but it was announced that 
Senator Hawes (Dem.) was paired 
in favor of the bill. Patterson’s 
position was not made known, but 
he was paired against a Senator 
who favored the bill, indicating 
that Patterson was opposed to it. 

Bill Once Killed by Coolidge. 

The Norris resolution was passed 
by Congress on a previous occa- 
sion, but was*given a pocket veto 
by President Coolidge. The posi- 
tion of Presiaént” Hoover has rot 
been made known authoritatively, 
although the Lobby Committee un- 
earthed a memorandum written by 
a member of the power-chemical 
lobby, predicting a presidential | 
veto of the bill. 

Under the joint resolution adopt- 
ed by the Senate yesterdcy, the 
Government would operate the 
plant for the generation of electric 
power and the making of experi- 
ments in the manufacture of ferti- 
lizer. The power would be sold to 
states, municipalities, counties and 
farm organizations, at a rate that 
would pay the Government a_re- 
turn on its investment, and would 
be resold at cost to the people liy- 
ing in those communities. 

The principal beneficiaries of the 
cheap power would be household- 
ers and industrial concerns in Ala- 
bama, Tennessée, Georgia and Mis-

Rate Regulation Indirect Object.. 

One of the chief objects sought 
to be accomplished by . Senator 
Norris ard other supporters of the 
bill, is the establishment-and op- 
eration of a giant power project, 
whereby the Government, will be:

of generating and. distributing 
power on a large scale. In this 
manner they hope to determine the 
fairness of the rates now charged 
by private companies operating 
similar plants.

Edward Dunbar, 31, Ex-Con- 
vict, Arrested——Fishing Line 
Found in His Room. 


Edward Dunbar, 31 years old, 
living att he Lindell-Plaza Hotei, 
4300 Lindell boulevard, with a 
woman registered as his wife, posed 
as a salesman and showed indigua- 
tion when city detectives accosted 
him in the lobby early today and 
questioned him about recerit hold- 
ups in which the victims were t'ed. 

“Be careful what you say to me,” 
he warned -the detectives. “But 
they took Dunbar and the women 
up to his room and found a revcl- 
ver and a length of fishing line 
under his bed. 

“Take her out of the room,and 
I'll tell all,” Dunbar whispered io 
the detectives. ‘‘She really thought 
I was a salesman.”’ 

With the woman gone; he admit- 
ted he was a paroled convict, with 
several aliases, a drug addict and a 
robber who t ied his victims so they 
could not chase him. 

The holdups he confessed were 
at the National Shirt Co., 708 Olive

It had a speed rate of 
135 miles an hour.

I¢ the important Bible stories 
were re-written during each liter- 
ary era, these interpretations 
would probably reveal quite as 
much about the-era as about the 
stories, for a.period in literature 
speaks in the terms which lie near- 
est to its interests. Our own age. 
has evidenced a preoccupation wittt 
psychology. To ferret out reactic’* 
has been the primary task of 
dramatist. novelist, poet. And so 
the contempdrary reader will not 
be surprised to find that Miss Lola 
Ridge, in writing a long poem 
about the crucifixion and the 
resurrection of Jesus, has given 
us, not the tremendous drama of; 
the situation, but, seriatim, the 
thoughts upon the subject which 
pass through the minds of Jesus, 
John, Judas, Mary the Magdalene, 
Mary the mother, Peter, and out in- 
to wider circles to the merchant 
of Babylon and others. 

Interesting as are the possibili- 
ties of this treatment, it, neverthe- 
less, is @ method of approach | 
which frankly discards the’ kernel 
in order to examine the shell, for 
the crucifixion and the resurrec- 
tion are esentiaily dramatic, and if 
not so treated, the central sig- 
nificance Of the story cannot be 
presented. Although the residue 
which Miss Ridge reserves for he. 
concern in “Firehead” offers im- 
portant potentialities for the 
analysis of the minds and emo- 
tions of the characters whose lives 
are touched by the death of Jesus, 
in reality no penetrating psycholo- 
gical insight seems to animate the 
pag es. 

We are, however, permitted to 
be in the presence of some inter- 
esting experimentation with verse 
forms which employ as their start- 
ing point the renowned Bible 
story. Miss Ridge, with uneven ef- 
fectiveness, uses mumerous v2- 
rieties of meter, rhyme,’and near- 
rhymes. WHer imagery is crowded 
upon itself, and this tendency to- 
wards the over-decodrative in no 
way diminishes the vagueness and 
obscurity of her style. These fac- 
tors, together with a too-frequent 
recurrence of the spectacular 
images employed and the often dis- 
turbing technical verse - devices 
used, give us in “Firehead” a poem 
that will probebly be more appeali- 
ing to the student of verse mie- 
chanics than to the lover of ma- 
jestic poetry.

WASHINGTON, April. §,—-Prest- 
dent Hoover is looking forward to 
a slender surplus at the close of 
this and the next fiscal year if the 
most rigid ‘economy is exercised 
by the legislative and executive 
branches of the Government. 

His estimate is based upon in- 
come tax collections for March, 
which, he says, “indicate that the 
unfavo developments of last 
fall did not affect individual in- 
comes to the extent that many had 
feared.”” “The year’s receipts from 
this source are now expected to be 
somewhat less than last year, but 
substantially greater than in 1928. 

At the current rate of expendi- 
ture, the President said in a state 
ment, “It appears that we ahiuld | 
be able to close the fiscal year end- 
ing the thirteenth of néxt June with 
a very moderate surplus.” 

The same holds true for next 
year, he continued, but there the 
situation is clouded by the* fact: 
that a surplus originally estimated 
at $47,000,000 has beeh reduced by 
$30,000,000 through congressional 
appropriations. 

Text of Statement. : 

The text of the statement . fol- 

lows: 
“The’ information upon the in- 
come tax colléctions for the month 
of March is not sufficiently ad-/ 
vanced to determine their effect 
upon the budget for the current 
year. As a rule they furnish a close 
measure of what collections may be 
expected. fnom this source in the 
calendar year. The result is most 
gratifying. 

“They tndicate that the unfa- 
yorable developments of last fal! 
did not affect individual incomes 
to the extent that many had feared 
nor did they prevent the corpora- 
tions of the country from report- 
ing for tax purposes a net income 
substantially in excess of that re- 
ported for the calendar year 1928. 
Generally speaking, March income 
tax collections indicate that the 
collections from individual tax- 
payers, excluding the tax reduc- 
tion factor, will be somewhat less 
than collections during the calen- 
dar year 1929, but will be sub- 
stantially in excess of collections 
during the calendar year 1928. 

“Insofar as corporations are con- 
cerned, income taxes paid during 
the calendar year 1930 will appar- 
ently not fall short of collections 
during the calendar year 1929, not- 


| withstanding a $90,000,000 reduc- 


tion resulting from lowering of the 
rate from 12 per cent to 11 per 
cent. 

“Remarkable Accuracy.” 

“The Treasury seems to have es- 
timated income tax collections for 
the fiscal year 1930. with remark- 
able accuracy, and it is apparent 
that the tax reduction enacted py 
Congress was fully justified. 

“The figures submitted in the 
budget message estimated income 
tax revenue in the fiscal year 
1930 at $2,480,000,000 without 
taking into account the tax reduc- 
tion subsequently provided for. 

“The March collections indicate 
that income tax revenues will ac- 
tually aggregate $2,400,000, 000, 
which, allowing %85.000,000 for 
tax reduction, would correspond to 
$2,485,000,000 under the old rates. 

“On the other hand, there has 
been a substantial falling off in 
customs duties, the estimated rev- 
enue from this source amounting 
to $600,000,000, whereas present 
indications are that not more than 
$560,000,000 may be expected this 
fiscal year. 

“From these estimates and the 

current rate of expenditure, it ap- 
pears that we should be able te 
close the fiscal year ending the 
30th of next June with a very mo@a- 
erate surplus. 
' “It is impossible at this early 
date to estimate with accuracy the 
situation in the next fiscal year 
(that ending June 30, 1931.) 

“The budget indicated, after the 
tax reduction which has since been 
enacted, «.surplus‘of $47,000,000 
for the next fiscal year. z

The sale of the St. Louis County 
Water Co., to the Commonwealth 
Utilities Co., a subsidiary of the 
United Gas Improvement Co. of 
Philadelphia, announced by Fran- 
cis Bro. & Co., representing more 
than 75 per cent of the stockhold- 
ers of the water company, was sub- 
mitted to the Missouri Public Serv- 
Ace Commission today for its ap- 
proval, 

The Commonwealth Utilities Co. 
proposed to acquire at, least 10,500 
~f the 14,000 common shares of the 
water company for $225 a ‘share, | 
which would total $3,150, 000 if all 
the shares are sold. The water 
company also has $1,400,000 worth 
of preferred stock and $38.800,000 
worth of bonds outstanding. 

Commonwealth Utilities, organ- 
ized in 1925 by a group of. St. 
Lovisans, was sold to United Gas 
last October. Wiley F. Corl, a di- 
rector of the First National Bank, 
remained president and was made 
a vice president of the holding 
company. In the St. Louis County 
deal, Commonwealth was repre- 
sented by Smith, Moore & Co. 

‘The water company was organ- 
ized in 1926 to take over the water 
business of the West St. Louis Wa- 
ter and Light Co., formed by the 
late David R. Francis. In 1927, 
when it sought a valuation of $6,- 
200,000, the Public Service Com~- 
mission fixed valuation at $5,500. 
000, and reduced the ure to, 34,- 
978,130 for rate-making purposes.
